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YOUTH  AND  TOMORROW 


An  Address  Delivered  at  the  National  Association  of  School 
Secretaries,  Tuesday,  July  4,  1939,  2:30  P.  M. 

By  JAMES  ROOSEVELT 


Most  of  you  whose  work  in  life  is 
associated  with  the  profession  of  teach¬ 
ing  must  keep  an  eye  on  the  world  of 
tomorrow,  for  those  whom  you  train 
will  live  in  the  world  of  tomorrow — and 
to  some  will  come  the  responsibility  of 
leading  its  destinies. 

It  would  not  be  surprising  if  the  par¬ 
ents,  the  teachers,  and  the  older  sisters 
and  brothers  felt  that  the  lot  of  Fred, 
Jr.  was  somewhat  dubious.  We  have  but 
to  read  our  daily  newspapers  and  listen 
to  our  radios  to  have  forced  upon  us  the 
vast  difficulties  with  which  the  world 
and  our  country  are  faced.  It  is  only  a 
"Pollyanna”  who  would  pretend  that  life 
for  any  young  man  or  woman  holds  a 
golden  and  assured  future.  I,  for  one, 
would  like  to  emphasize  always,  rather 
than  to  underestimate,  the  difficulties 
which  we,  as  members  of  society  and  of 
civilization,  face  from  day  to  day. 

We  know  that  the  wonders  of  sci¬ 
ence,  the  speed  of  transportation  and 
communications,  the  almost  complete 
disappearance  of  great  uninhabited  lands 
have  brought  an  improved  standard  of 
living — but  only  at  the  expense  of  an 
unbalanced  economic  status.  Neither  we 
in  this  country,  nor  those  in  any  coun¬ 
try  in  the  world  today  have  thoroughly 
solved  the  problem  of  maintaining  the 
standard  of  living  and,  at  the  same  time, 
providing  useful  occupations  for  those 
desirous  and  eligible  to  work.  No  one  has 
solved  the  problem  of  how  the  “Have-Not 
Nations”  can  live  in  economic  security 
with  the  “Have  Nations”.  And  so  we 
have  the  threat  of  war,  both  actual  and 
economic  ever  present  with  us. 

This  may  seem  to  be  a  discouraging 
picture  for  Fred,  Jr.'s  mother.  But  to 
him  it  might — if  he  had  the  stuff  and 
were  properly  trained — be  a  challenge 
of  absorbing  interest  and  inspiration. 
For  I  believe  that  we,  as  a  nation,  are 


not  afraid  to  face  the  facts,  but  on  the 
contrary  regard  them  as  a  challenge  to 
our  ability  and  resources. 

And  so,  emphasizing  that  I  do  not 
wish  in  any  way  to  blind  ourselves  to 
our  difficulties,  I  would  like  this  after¬ 
noon  to  survey  with  you  a  few  of  the 
things  which  give  to  us  here  in  th3 
United  States  great  reason  for  encour¬ 
agement  and  for  thanksgiving  that  we 
reside  in  the  Sovereign  and  Independent 
United  States  of  America.  If  it  were  not 
for  the  blessing  which  we,  almost  alone 
among  the  great  nations  of  the  world 
possess,  the  future  of  our  young  people 
would  not  indeed  present  the  hopeful 
picture  it  really  does. 

In  the  first  place,  all  boys  and  girls  in 
our  country  are  as  sure  today  as  they 
ever  were  that  if  they  have  an  honorabl; 
opinion  on  any  subject,  they  are  free  to 
voice  it  and  to  work  for  it,  whether  or 
not  the  majority  of  the  people  agree 
with  them.  In  what  other  country  may 
the  individual  read — without  fear  of 
confiscation  or  threat  or  reprisal — the 
reports  of  world,  national,  personal,  and 
political  activities  without  threat  of  cen¬ 
sorship  of  any  kind?  In  no  other  great 
country  is  the  radio  uncensored  and  free 
of  dictation  from  the  central  govern¬ 
ment. 

We  hear  from  the  beginning  of  our 
youth  so  much  about  the  freedom  of 
the  press,  freedom  of  speech  and  relig¬ 
ious  liberty,  inherent  as  they  are  in  our 
fundamental  rights,  that  we  may  per¬ 
haps  take  these  things  too  much  for 
granted.  I  would  like  to  make  sure 
that  every  boy  and  girl  appreciates  al¬ 
most  from  the  very  beginning  that  these 
things  are  a  priceless  heritage,  but  a 
heritage  easy  to  lose  and  requiring  con¬ 
stant  vigilance  and  support.  But  to  have 
this  support,  first  there  must  be  an 
appreciation  of  the  rare  quality  which 
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they  symbolize  throughout  the  world 


snd  the  great  fortune  which  is  ours  in 
knowing  that,  as  American  citizens,  we 


are  assured  of  them. 

Again,  I  think  that  it  would  be  help¬ 
ful  to  Fred,  Jr.  if  he  realized  the  value 
of  the  public  education  which  is  avail-

able  to  every  boy  and  girl  in  our  coun¬ 
try— if  he  knew  about  the  institutions 
of  higher  and  advanced  education  and 
learning,  not  limited  in  our  country  to 
the  wealthy  or  the  privileged.  I  know 
that  personally  looking  back,  which  is 
always  an  easy  thing  to  do,  I  took  these 
things  for  granted.  There  are  many 
things  that  I  wish  I  had  acquired  in  my 
college  education  which  I  let  pass  me 
by.  And  yet  I  feel  sure  that  there  are 
not  many  other  places  in  the  world 
where  I  could  have  enjoyed  the  advant¬ 
ages  that  were  mine  almost  for  the 
asking — advantages  which  today  are  ev¬ 
en  more  increasingly  available. 

Can  you,  in  a  similar  spirit — and  not 
with  boasting,  but  with  thanksgiving — 
realize  that  there  are  few  other  coun¬ 
tries  where  commercial,  educational,  po¬ 
litical  or  scientific  careers  may  be  ad¬ 
vanced  without  the  restraining  influ¬ 


ence  of  special  privilege  for  a  chosen 
group?  For  while  it  is  true  that  there 
are  difficulties  in  getting  a  start  and 
in  finding  steady  employment  for  a 
young  American,  he  knows  that  these 
difficulties  are  not  inherent  in  the  cust¬ 
om  of  the  country  and  are  due  solely 
to  the  unbalanced  conditions  of  its  econ¬ 
omy. 

Geographically  speaking,  we  are  for¬ 
tunate  in  knowing  that  we  have  no 
near  antagonists  on  our  east  and  west 
coasts.  We  are  even  more  fortunate 
in  knowing  that  to  the  north  we  have 
a  neighbor  with  whom  friendship  and 
close  harmony  is  rooted  in  centuries  of 
unarmed  peace  and  unshakable  convic¬ 
tion.  Likewise,  to  the  south  of  us  we 
know  reside  people  who  believe  in  the 
same  ideals  that  we  do.  Like  ourselves 
they  are  willing  to  defend  their  right 
to  preserve  those  things  and  to  solve 
their  own  problems  at  almost  any  cost. 

We  are  blessed  also  in  knowing  that 
we  are  part  of  a  young  nation.  Proud 
of  our  traditions,  we  are  not  yet,  and 
hope  never  to  be,  bound  by  an  inflexible 
chain.  Our  great  Constitution  was  drawn 
up  by  the  signers  with  the  avowed  in¬ 
tention  that  it  should  be  able  to  meet 
the  unpredictable  demands  of  the  chang¬ 
ing  tides  of  time.  We  have  proven  in 
recent  years  our  ability  to  accustom 
ourselves  to  changed  and  new  conditions, 
and  to  do  so  in  an  orderly  and  peaceful 
manner.  We  know  that  in  our  people 
lies  a  genius  for  perfection  and  ingenu¬ 
ity  which  has  placed  the  products  of 
our  country  at  the  forefront  of  world 
supplies.  We  know  that  God  has  bless¬ 
ed  us  with  a  territory  vast  and  rich 
enough  to  provide  us  within  our  own 
boundaries  with  nearly  all  the  neces¬ 
sities  of  life.  Almost  alone  among  the 
young  people  of  the  world  we  are  not 
haunted  by  the  spectre  of  compulsory 
military  service.  We  know  that  we  have 
no  need  nor  desire  to  begrudge  or  en¬ 
vy  the  possessions  of  others.  In  short 
then,  as  young  Americans  we  should 
bo  given  the  opportunity  to  know  the 
basis  for  eliminating  the  fears  which

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The  President's  Message 


Do  you  have  a  job  which  is  a  means 
to  the  necessities  of  life  or  is  your 
work  a  part  of  yourself  reflecting  your 
personality  and  a  gracious,  kindly  spir¬ 
it  which  permeates  the  lives  of  all  who 
cross  your  path? 

Of  course,  all  of  us  must  earn  a  sal¬ 
ary  and  In  many  cases  the  salary  of  the 
secretary  la  a  mere  pittance  by  compari¬ 
son.  This  summer  I  have  had  many  let¬ 
ters  .  .  .  pathetic  messages  telling  of 
salary  cuts  -  cuts  which  threatened  even 
the  bare  essentials  of  life.  As  deplorable 
as  these  conditions  are,  and  realizing 
full  well  that  our  salaries  are  regret¬ 
tably  low  in  many  cases,  I  believe  that 
this  condition  can  best  be  remedied 
through  service- -the  type  that  wins  a 
place  in  the  life  of  the  community.  We 
must  raise  our  standards  and  make  our 
work  a  profession  requiring  specialized 
training  and  experience.  We  must  work 
together  on  a  program  of  service,  one 
that  will  pay  dividends  not  only  in 
human  values,  but  also  in  material  re¬ 
turns. 

Our  Association  has  gone  a  long  way 
in  gaining  recognition  for  the  secretar¬ 
ies  in  the  nation.  We  have  become  a 
definite  part  of  the  educational  group. 
We  are  consulted  and  asked  to  serve 
on  committees  with  the  leading  educat¬ 
ors  in  the  country.  The  importance  of 
our  work  is  being  realized.  We  have 
adopted  as  the  program  for  this  year, 
“The  Secretary  In  a  Public  Relations 
Role”.  You  will  recall,  this  was  the  topic 
which  we  used  in  our  panel  discussion 
in  San  Francisco.  It  is  our  hope  that 
each  state  and  local  association  will  use 
this  theme  in  tli'ir  meetings  for  the 
coming  year. 

We  are  also  asking  each  one  of  our 
members  to  help  us  promote  this  pro¬ 
gram  in  their  own  community  by  be¬ 
coming  an  active  worker  in  the  Parent- 
Teachers  Association,  by  winning  a  place 
in  the  heart  of  each  child  who  is  not 
adjusted  to  normal  class  room  life,  by 


being  a  friend  of  those  who  need  help 
through  your  office,  and  by  creatirg 
a  happy  atmosphere  within  your  office 
These  are  just  a  few  of  the  many  things 
that  will  build  a  fine  service  program. 

Despite  all  of  your  own  personal  sui- 
fering  which  may  have  been  cauaed 
through  drastic  cuts  in  salary,  will  you 
still  put  the  personal  in  the  background 
and  see  ahead  to  what  can  be  gained 
through  national  unity? 

We  need  you  and  you  need  us.

Ade  the  possibility  of  having  a  course 
started  at  the  University  of  Pennsylva¬ 
nia  and  he  was  delighted  with  the  idea 
and  urged  the  University  to  sponsor  it. 

Classes  will  begin  in  October.  This 
will  be  open  for  secretaries  now  in  the 
field  as  well  as  for  those  preparing  to 
enter  .school  work.

Discretion  and  loyalty  are  so  close¬ 
ly  allied  that  they  might  be  designated 
twin  virtues  of  a  secretary.  Loyalty  is 
an  objective  quality— one  may  not  be 
loyal  except  to  some  person  or  ideal; 
discretion  is  a  quality  within  an  individ¬ 
ual.  Loyalty  to  a  person  or  to  a  p’dn- 
ciple  is  quite  likely  to  breed  discretion, 
but  it  is  possible  to  be  loyal  to  a  person 
and  to  be  quite  indiscreet  in  the  expres¬ 
sion  of  that  loyalty. 

Loyalty  is  so  indispensable  an  ele¬ 
ment  in  the  relationship  between  a  sec¬ 
retary  and  the  administ’-ator  whose  rep- 
resejitative  she  is,  that  its  lack  will 
nullify  a  host  of  other  good  qualities; 
so  fundamental  is  it  that  no  self-re¬ 
specting  secretary  will  continue  to 
serve  an  administrator  whose  personal 
qualities  of  square-dealing,  personal 
honesty,  and  rectitude,  does  not  earn  her 
active  loyalty.  To  compel  one’s  self  to 
work  in  an  atmosphere  of  distrust  or  an¬ 
tagonism  is  stultifying  to  one’s  soul. 

Loyalty  does  not  consist  In  saying 
"yes.”  'The  loyal  secretary  may  at  times 
find  it  necessary  to  criticize  some  of 
the  policies  or  procedures  of  the  ad¬ 
ministrator;  in  such  cases,  loyalty  would 
dictate  that  the  criticism  be  made  di¬ 
rectly  to  the  administrator  and  not  to 
others;  it  is  also  befitting  and  commend¬ 
able  that  the  criticism  be  constructive 
rather  than  merely  negative.  Loyalty 
may  sometimes  say  ”no”  emphatically. 

’The  discreet  secretary  is  a  real  jew¬ 
el.  Meeting  people  in  person  or  speak¬ 
ing  to  them  over  the  telephone,  she  can 
do  much  through  courtesy  and  a  well 
modulated,  pleasant  voice  to  allay 
wrath,  or  to  increase  good  will.  Discre¬ 
tion  often  means  a  careful  guarding 
of  the  tongue:  much  confidential  Infor¬ 
mation  comes  to  the  secretary  and  if 
she  has  even  slight  discretion  she  will 
consider  such  information  sacred. 

Discretion  is  very  difficult  to  define, 
but  it  Is  a  quality  which  will  avoid  er¬ 
rors,  and  “least  said,  soonest  mended.” 

Loyalty  and  discretion  —each  pro¬ 
motes  the  other;  so  closely  allied  as  to 
be  inseparable.

those  in  other  lands  might  rightfully 
feel;  the  fear  of  not  having  the  tools 
with  which  to  go  to  work.  We  have 
them,  and  it  is  hard  to  believe  that  we 
will  not  find  the  way  to  use  them. 

You  may  perhaps  feel  that  I  sound 
over-optimistic.  You  may  say,  “What 
about  the  danger  of  communism  or  the 
danger  of  fascism?”  Truthfully,  my 
answer  is  that  the  best  way  to  fight 
any  “ism"  or  anything  which  is  un- 
American  is  not  to  fear  it  nor  to  grum¬ 
ble  against  it,  but  rather  to  emphasize 
the  things  which  we  have  and  which  we 
would  have  to  give  up  if  we  adopted 
any  other  system  or  tried  to  copy  the 
customs  of  any  other  country.  Of  course, 
there  is  much  we  must  learn — we  do 
not  hold  a  copyright  on  all  that  is  fine 
or  intelligent  or  useful,  but  basically, 
we  have  the  foundation  without  which 
no  great  and  permanent  structure  na-^ 
tionally  can  be  built. 


And  so  I  feel,  and  I  hope  that  you  will 
feel— for  after  all  what  really  counts  is 
the  impression  which  you  in  the  field  of 
education  give  to  those  entrusted  to 
your  care — that  the  youth  of  tomorrow 
in  our  country,  at  least,  has  nothing 
much  to  fear.  On  the  contrary,  they  have 
a  lot  to  be  thankful  for.  They  have  a 
great  challenge  and  a  vast  number  of 
problems  which  (^all  directly  to  them  for 
solution  and  adjustment.  They  may 
never  be  heroes  or  famous  national  fig¬ 
ures— but  their  opportunities  for  indi¬ 
vidual  expression,  individual  accomp¬ 
lishment  are  not  much  smaller  today 
than  they  were  in  the  days  when  the 
whole  West  was  open  to  pioneers.  And 
as  they  Individually  contribute  their 
share  to  the  solution  of  their  problems, 
*  so  in  the  aggregate  will  the  country  be 
more  prosperous  and  security  prevail. 

I  would  urge  you  never  to  relax  in  your 
efforts  to  remind  all  those  around  you 
that  to  be  an  American,  to  be  in  Amer¬ 
ica,  and  there  to  be  able  to  live  with 
the  dignity  of  a  human  being  is  the 
ideal  of  a  vast  number  of  people  who 
live  outside,  as  well  as  within  our 
shores. 

The  youth  of  today — the  man  of  to¬ 
morrow — must  k(yp  it  so.
